thruwn callow among the most light-minded and
frivolous of the young aristocracy; there was no

surface» reason why he should not have fallen into

lbs ways of hi« companions, and simply lieen one

liiore illustration of the "ancien regime" now

appagaci-BR ifs end so rapidly. But from the
lii.st he w:it> original, and above all high-minded.
Without la-ing in any ecus«« priegisb, he revolted
from everything approaching profligacy; and this

for a faaag, hnnilliomt and rich French noble in

the third quarter of the eighteenth century was

at least remarkable.
He married at seventeen, hie bride being still

younger.

loyal and gullant spirit« As he once observed to

Lis Coniniander-iri-l!liief, he was there to learn,
not to teach; and he proved a close student. l$e-
fore the siege of Yorktown; there wrre not mauv

openings for him. Rhode Island only had in
etorc for him a bitter disappointment. Tlie Ca¬
nadian expedition was a Baas· from the beuinning.

In brief,
lie learned much in America, and Wien he returned
to France he wa« firmly grounded in American
principles of government, and on the hieeptloa of
the French Revoliuion he thought it practtoble
1o apply tinse principi« s to his para Nation, in
te easy to sneer at him as a * doctrinaire"' with
all the light of experience in our favor; but in
those days doctrina i rism was the general habit
of mind among those who thought at all, and
especially was this tie ease in Fran"'·?.

Lo Fayette found himself a hero on bis ar¬

rival at home. No donl>t hi« contribution to
the results obtained was really much less valuable
than Lie countrymen siippi»seil. Hut Battona]
vanity was Haltered by placing him on almost
equal terms with Washington, and in SSCtibing
to him half the honor of freeing th* new world
from opprewion. Thnt neither the French King

Republic and a Monarchy has always Ix-en oni¬
ci the puzzles of the situai ion. 1m Fayette,
however, was not blind to the possibilities, and
this M. R.inioiix has guffieicntlv demonstrated
in the present work.
